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THE POWER OF ARMS 
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At present our armed forces form 
a body of the army inside each 
front, "iind they can disperse them- 
selves to any place withm the front 
ïn the next stage we will be able to 
disperse units to any front that 
might be necessary, For example, 
some weeks ago one body of the 
army together with groups from 
other piaces made a gene ral cam- 
paign in whaeh they attacked all the 
Portugese fcrlresses of Quinera, 

1 want to emphasize that the lead- 
ership of the struggle is the leader- 
ship of the Party, Inside the 
Politic Al Bureau the re is a War 
Council over which I preside as 
Secretary-General of the Party. 
The re is no important military ac- 
tion in our land that does nol pass 
through my hands. When there 
we re fronts, sectors, and units, they 
had autonomy for normal, daily ac- 
tions within certain bounds, hut 
brom then on any extensive modifi- 
cation, any new action, passed and 
stilt passes through the hands of 
Lhe War Coundl and, specifica! ly, 
through tny hands, 

The commandos of the fronts 
execute the decisions made by the 

\* r „r CSouncil. For pxiiilïpJe, fhc iit- 

tack on the port of Bissau was 
planned by us, with every pree au- 
tion. The only setback was that it 
wasn t carried out when ft had been 
planïied'for because of material dif- 
ficulties. There was a delay of sev- 
cral days, but it was planned by 
us in a meeting with all the corm 
rades where we even chose which 
men were to go. That gives an idea 
of how much our work has been 
centralized. 

In rclaüon to the development of 
the struggle as a guerrilla war, we 
consider that ours devdoped Ijke * 
living bcing, in successi ve stages. 
Many limes a stage passed rapidly; 
other times slowly. We never forced 
a stage- each time a stage was ex- 
ha nat ed we ad vaneed a little more. 
This gave a total harmony to our 
struggle. At the beg inning we 
didn’t speak of an army, and even 
now we do not speak of a genera! 
staff. We created smal! guemlk 
groups that perfomred their aetivi- 
ties, and they were tightened and 
Ughtened until they constiluted an 
army, the régujar forces. All of 
these are rigorously controlled and 
military inspectiën is regularly car- 
ried out. 

* We passed from ene phaae to 
another,, and by 196? we reached the 
final stage: all the guerrilla forces 
were regular forces. 

At present our Party's armed for¬ 
ces are composed, in addilion to lhe 
regular forces, of the people's armed 
mihtia with a base in the Liberated 


regio ns, 

I want to point out that before 
that, our guerrilla bases were ac- 
tualiy villages, but little by little 
wc terminated this: we reduced lhe 
bases, dividing them tn twos and 
ilirees. and finaJly wc ordered the 
tliminaüon of this type of bases. 
Nqw they don't exist; there are our 
people's villages and there esist 
points of support for our armed 
forcea. The order was e*iremely 
useful becaust it came at a moment 
in which the Portuguese had pin- 
pouited all of our bases on lhe map 
cf their genera! staff and they In- 
tended io bomb them, Actually they 
diid bomb «ome but there was no 


öy Amilcar Cabral 
one there. We had eUnünated the 
faiïious guerrilla bases just in time, 
Tlie enemy tried to behave in 
our land in very much the same 
marmer as in the colonial wars it 
carried out against other peoples. 
Thinking that we were goiog to 
Invade our country from Guinea 
and Senegal, the PoTtuguese^ first 
strategy was to collèct the troops on 
the borden in order to prevent here 
what had happened in northern 
Angola, They wctó wrong because 
the fight bogan a hundred kilome¬ 
ters inside the territory, and thaï 
cost them many losses. Later they 
immediately dispersed their forces 
and in such a small country as ours 
establiahed al most a hundred for- 
tiüed post Sr. A net of fortresses was 
installed which, as the struggle be- 
came intensified, had to be moved 
to more secure posittons. Today 
there is a lesser munber of fortres- 
BC 3 in virtue of the constant attacks 
against them. 

The tactics of the Portuguese are 
those common to this kind of strug* 
gle. From the moment they feit that 
we were beating them badly, they 
begon their bombard ments and 

bumed our villagei, to teiroriit the 

people and keep them from sup- 
porüng us. The fund amen tal worry 
of the enemy in this type of fight- 
ing is to deny lhe guerrilla the sup¬ 
port of the population, That gives 
an idea of the Lmportance the peo- 
ple's support hu for the guerrilla 
struggle. The enemy understauds 
thij abc and therefore commits 
every possible barbarity to prevent 
it But the more outrages the Por- 
tuguese commit, the firmer the peo 
ple become when they have 
achseved a certain politïcal can- 
sciousness, 

The Portuguese carried out var- 
ious raids against our bases which, 
In all frankness, were sometimes 
successful, especially until our 
troepfl cmdd remain aurroimding 
their garrisons. Our troops ad van eed 
to such * point that we ambushed 
the Portuguese 500 meters sway 
from their fortresses. That paraly^ed 
the enemy. From then on they in- 
creased their bombardmenta and 
began to use napalm and white phoi- 
phorous on a large scale; and-they 
attacked the coasts of our liberated 
are as with gunboats and other shipa. 

At the sarne time they put into 
play political propaganda aimed at 
dsssuading and demoralMng the 
population. Above all much of the 
radio propaganda accused us of all 
possibie things. They said we were 
Communists, that we were golng to 
auppress reiigion and the traditional 
ehicfs, that we were dupes of the 
foreignera, etc, They alsci tried to 
give the impressioll that the Alricans 
were going to lead themaelvea, and 
they created a "geverning council" 
in which they plaoed almost exclu- 
sively Airicms, They modilied their 
relations with the Africaus, from 
offering them fellowships and goed 
positions in their jobs, to letting 
them paas first in the «treets. These 
tricka didn't bring the desired re- 
euUs; our people know very well 
that ii it weren f t for the PAIGC, 
if it weren't for the struggle, there 
wüuld be none of these things, Ob- 
vlouslyi this ia not to say that there 
were no trailers, that there were na 
people whü profited from going to 
the t iAp of the Portuguese, 


I think it’* imneceasary to charac- 
terize the tactici and strategy of 
the Portuguese because they are 
more or leu a copy of those em¬ 
ployee! by the United States in Vlet-

Nam. The only differente is that 
they do nol possess the game equip- 
ment as the United States, The For- 
tuguase carried out masaive land- 
ings: combined land-sea and air or 
land-river and air operations. But 
they were beatem We waït until 
they arrivé and instal 1 themselves in 
their barrackg, and then we launch 
our attack. 

At the beginning, the heLicoptera 
hurt us s lot, especially the surprise 
attacks against our people. But now 
we are succesafully confronting the 
helikopters. They fall victim to our 
gunfire and the Portuguese have 
been forced to conclude that their 
helicoptera cannot win the war for 
them. 

Somethmg very important in this 
context is that the Portuguese have 
no próbiems in the Cape Verde ia- 
lands. When we begin the action 
there the struggle in Guinea will 
be practically over. It Ls not an in- 
dispensable conditiën for the termi¬ 
natie n of the struggle; it can end 
without this prerequlsite. But the 
day that the action is extended to 
Cape Verde, the struggle will be 
practically ended. 

With regerd to the positian of the 
Portuguese in the war, wc are of the 
opinio» that they are carrying it 
out because of the criminal policy 
of their govemment, and because 
they are af raid of decolonialixotion. 
Portugal is an undcrdcvelopcd coun¬ 
try, it is a semicolony of England, 
the United States, and other coun- 
iries; it doesn’t have an economie 
structure that permits it to practice 
neocolonialism; and it fears compeli- 
tion with other countrtes. It prefen 
the role of intermediary to having 
to with draw from Angola, It pref era 
to let Angola be exploited by the 
United States, Belgium, England, 
etc,, rather than movlng out and 
leavlng it only to the othera. In our 
ipeclfic case, in Guinea, the only 
thlng that prevents Portugal from 
withdrawing is the precedent it 
would iet, becauM everyona know* 
that the Portuguwa are In very bad 
aha pc. Marcelo Caetano’s speech Ln 


there is no "provinee'" here, and that 
if at one time this land was their 
colony, it has now ceased to be so. 
And aince we are speaking of 
Caetano, let me say that in our 
opinion the change in the head of 
Portugal’* Government ha« no sig- 
nificance, We have never fought 
against the policy of one man; we 
were never fighting against Salazar; 
nor against fascism. The Portuguese 
patrio is have to fight against Portu¬ 
guese fascism. We are fighting 
against Portuguese colonialism, 
which is not the offspring of Sala- 
zar but of the situatiën of the class 
domination in Portugal and the im¬ 
perialist situatiën in general, Be 
causc the dominant Portuguese 
ruling cl asa ecu ld not hold our lands 
if it were not for the support of 
world imperialism, represented by 
the United States, the German 
Federal Rcpublic, and ethers. There- 
fore, Marcelo Gaetano is 9 crea- 
tion of Portuguese colonialism and 
world imperialism who does no 
more than try to preserve hia job 
when he stotes that he is going'to 
'defend at any price" our lands. But 
wc are going to moke him pay very 
dearly and he won't be able to snatch 
anything away, The coknialista are 
going to pay dearly in Portuguese 
lives and matenals that we shaïl 
destroy, and we are going to take 
over our land. The clear prooi of 
what we say is that 1&68 was for us 
an extraordinary year of sound mili¬ 
tary and politica! victories-
